THE TAPE DECK: Cassettes: I misquoted Ba Peck last month when I said 


he thought cassettes were a poor way to store tape end were poor m&s- 
ters. Ed had just hed problems with one traders who didn't watch the 
volume controls carefully...This topic has been discussed at length 
before...Bob Proctor writes: "Cassettes stored too long without play- 
ing on 1/4-mi1 tape have a tendency to accumulate erosstalk, this and 
the inherent hiss from 1-7/8 1.0.8. playback/record make them a very 
poor means for storing your mééerial. Provided the recipient of the 
cassette has an SEA unit of Dolbby unit, however, this can be overcome 
somewhat (as far as hiss goes) to provide an adequate dub if the cas- 
sette master has no crosstalk."...Peter Huckel writes: IT have been 
collecting on cassettes for 18 months and use them as masters. 1 use 
BASF tape for cassette masters and have a good Bell and Howell. cassette - 
‚system, Cassettes are more 'convenient for making up Custom tapes. I 
use nothing but C60 cassettes which are 50 minutes to a side. Sol 
only might have to rewind one cassette to reach the show -I want. Cas- 
sette equipment quality today will match any reel: deck on the market 
as far ag radio shows are concerned. And in: the near future will match 
good stereo fidelity as well. and with the Dolby circuits; cassettes 
might even surpass reels. I have been tracing for about 8 months now 
and have had no complaints as to program quality. I even trade single 
shows with traders on cassettes even when I am trading with them reg- 
ularly on reel. Cassettes do cost more and taxe more room to store but 
I think the ease of handling, convenience, and size (compared.with 7" 
reels) override this!..Dolby Units: More comments: Bob Proctor says: — 
"The AN-180 has a 40HZ tone generator which is a good way to add a 
: Maximum playback volume level. indicator to tapes. This helps in dubbing, 
- provided that. the level of the tape was carefully monitored go it ‘did 
not exceed the playback volume’ of ‚the tone.".. „Chuck Kalen writes: 
Noise level can be eliminated from a tape using an Advent Dolby B Unit. 
There are a few techniques that can be used to do this, but it matters 
what type of distortion you ure trying to eliminate. For people with a 
Dolby B Unit, playing a tape through tne Doloy channel that has not 
been Dolbyized will eliminate tape hiss and low frequency sound. A’ 
murky tape, if Dolbyized and then played through normal playback, © 
‚should: sound fresher and sharpzr- This won't work across the board, 
“But if coupled with an Advent Frequency Balance: Control and patience, 
a program can be raised one to two quality Levels."..:Shamrock Pape.

"Many paople are not compensating for the bass boost that occurs when no 
compensation is used between tapedecks. Does anyone currently make an 
external tone control unit that would work in this situation? I built

BUYING PROGRAMS: When buying tapes, check the following: price ($2- 
$5 an hour is relatively reasonable), brand of tape (this will affect 
the cost of the programs), speed of delivery, check if the price is for 
complete reels or individual shows, make sure quality ratings are 
clear. When buying from new people, send a small amount first to see 
if they live up to their ad. If a person sells tape as a business or 
does it occasionally, they should be willing to rectify poor tapes 
sent. Also it would be wise to check with the Better Business Bureau.

BEHIND THE SCENES AT LUX RADIO THEATER: from Charles Stumpf: The 

broad ast of "The Plainsman" aired on Lux radio Theater on monday, 

May 31, 1937 almost didn't get on the air at all, Less than twenty- 
four hours before air time, co—-atars Gary Cooper and Jean Arthur came 
down with the flu. The frantic producers sent out an 305 to Fredric 
March, but while his telcokone was jangling, Freddie and his wife, Flor— 
ence Eldridge, were off celebrating their 10th wedding anniversary. 
When he was finally reached, Fredcie sat up all night with the script. 
He went on the air Monday and did a smashup job, the first time he had 
ever attampted a western dialect. Cooper missed the show with a temper- 
ature of 104, but co-star Jean arthur insisted on going on, although 
her temperature was 103. She had to site todo. the broadcast, with her 
doctor standing in the wings.....Two additional stars heard on the Lux 
broadcast of "Under Two lags" may 24, 1937 starring = Marshall and Q 
deHavilland were fiery Lupe Velez and monocled Lionel Atwill. Lupe 
sipped wine during the broadcast while Mr. Atwill spent most of the 

air time screwing his monocle in and out of his eye.
